A t a called meeting of the C iti­ 
zens’ league at Macon, Mo. , M on­

G. Mitchell and 
Theodore Gary were appointed as 
a committee to first visit the “ bet­ 
ter element” that was in the habit 
of violating the Sunday law and 
end up with the saloonkeepers. 
The great majority of those at 
the meeting pleaded guilty to read­ 
ing Sunday newspapers, and it is 
extremely 
doubtful if this essen­ 
tial 
Sunday 
relaxation 
will 
be 
placed under the ban, but one of 
the leaguers said it was as much a 
sin to purchase a paper on Sunday 
as a drink of whisky, as far au the 
violation of the law went. 
The agitation was started by a 
local paper calling attention to the 
operation 
of pool 
halls 
on 
the 
Sabfiath. 
In addition to the Sunday mat­ 
ter, the committee will investigate 
all supposed haunts of vice and 
present its evidence to the league 
for decisive action.

GERONIMO IS MAD. 


Famou s Apache Chief Loses His Mind 
In a Military Prison. 


After a long p eriod of imp rison­ 
ment, which he endu red more lik e 
a ferociou s wild beast than lik e a 
hu man being , Geronimo, one of 
the most bloodthirsty Indians that 
ev er fig u red in history , has g one 
stark mad. 
H e is a p risoner at 
Fort Sill, Ok . 
It cost the g ov ernment a million 
dollars and hu ndreds of liv es be­ 
fore he was safely behind the iron 
bars. 
Dep riv ed of his liberty as a 
p u nishment for his crimes, he cou ld 
not stand the confinement. 
For 
fou rteen y ears he has been a p ris­ 
oner of war, the last ten at Fort 
Sill. 
For almost half a 
centu ry Ge­ 
ronimo led a band of bloodthirsty 
Ap p aches on the p ath of war. 
To 
the early settlers of the sou thwest 
he was a terror. 
Becau se he su c­ 
cessfu lly led his p eop le in a bloody 
battle at the ag e of i6 he was 
crow ned a war chief. 
In 18S2 he 
.and Victoria, with 6 00 Ap p aches, 
were encou ntered by Mex ican sol­ 
diers. 
Victoria was cap tu red and 
beheaded and Geronimo escap ed to 
become a famou s war chief. 
In March. 1886 , after fou r y ears 
of constant chase. General Miles 
and Major General Lawton cor­ 
nered Geronimo in the Fou r Peak s 
basin, near Prescott, Ariz. 
After 
months of starv ation, and after all 
hop e of cu tting their way throu g h 
the cordon of troop s su rrou nding 
them had g one, the Indian.s raised 
the white flag and su rrendered. 
They were sent to the military 
p ost at Mou nt Vernon, Ala., bu t 
the climate there did not ag ree with 
them, many died with consu mp ­ 
tion. 
Abou t ten y ears ag o Geronimo 
and his su rv iv ing brav es were re­ 
mov ed by the g ov ernment to Fort 
Sill.
